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THE CITY COUNCIL 


Hold Lengthy Session—Refuse to Re- 
bate Taxes on Parieh Hall—Agree 
That St. Luke's Church Has Been 
Discriminated Against—Road Prob- 
lems Discussed—Welfare, Relief 
and Curfew Enforcement All Under 
Discussion. 

With the exception of Alderman 
Howlett, who is away in the east, all 
the Aldermen were present at the 
regular meeting of the Council held on 
Monday night. Mayor Collison was 
in the chair and Commissioner Steph- 
enson was also present. 

Correspondence 

The Macleod Hospital advised that 
Mrs. Brody, mother of James Brody 
of this city, had been admitted to the 
hospital. 

The Secretary’ of the Town of Stet- 
tler asked for information as to the 
taxationin.Red Deer of the Breweries 
selling ‘beer and stout wholesale, and 
also as to wholesale fruit dealers. The 
Commissioner had sent the desired 
information and the letters were filed. 

The Board of Public Utilities wrote 
regarding the application of the city 
to cancel the Woodlea subdivision. 
It had been necessary for the city to 
procure from the department of sur- 
veys an order closing the street in 
Woodlea and vesting it in the city be- 
fore the order of cancellation should 
‘be made. All material has now been 
forwarded and the order should be 
made at once. 

Mrs. Thos. Simons, Mrs. C. ‘Clem- 
ens, N. R. McDonald and Mary Flem- 
ing, ratepayers of the city, asked for 
the installation of a streeet light at 
the corner of 5th St. South and 2nd 
Ave. ‘East. The Commissioners were 
instructed to investigate as to the 
cost and report back. 

Commissioners’ Report 

The Commissioners submitted their 
report as follows: : 

‘1. We submit for your consideration 
a proposition to supply street ‘waste 
cans free to the city in return for 
privileges_of advertising on them. 

2. Alter the steady rains of a few 
days ago the roads in the city were 
in the worst condition for years. On 
the advice of Foreman Jones we secur 
ed the use of a road grader and three 
teams to put some of the roads in 
better condition before freeze up. 
We respectfully ask your instructions 
as to how much of this work shoul¢ 
be done this fall. 

3. In facing the present road condi. 
tions in the city we realize the neces- 
sity of the city’s having such a ma- 
chine as a Wehr grader. This ma 
chine operated by one man would do 
the same work as is now being done 
by two men and three teams. 

4. In view of the report of Fore- 
man Jones on the gravel question, we 
recommend that the city cease selling 
gravel from the pits south of ‘First 
Street South, and that the ‘entrance 
to the pits be fenced in and the gravel 
kept for city use only. 

6. We ‘had an application to sign 
authority on behalf of the city ‘for 
admission for a patient to the Keith 
Sanitarium, This would involve the 
guarantee by the city of $1.50 per day. 
We are making further inquiries into 
this case. 

6. We submit herewith statement of 
receipts and expenditures for Sep- 
tember. 

7. We submit accounts’ for 
authorization to pay.

The proposition to supply street 
refuse containers was from a Saska. 
toon firm. The firm would stand the 
first cost, while the city would have to 
maintain and supervise them. The 
firm were to have sole control of the 
advertising privileges. The matter 
was referred to the Board of Trade. 

Dealing with the 2nd, 38rd and 4th 
clauses in the report, it was pointed 
out that at a cost of only about $24.00 
fmmense benefit had been done the 
roads with a grader after they had 
become almost impassable alfter the 
recent storms. 5th St. N. had been 
greatly improved, although it had 
been thought that a grader would not 
work well there. Foreman Jones ad- 
vised that the supply of gravel in the 
pits south of Mann Street was no 
larger than the city would. require in 
the near future and that use of gravel 
from that pit should be limited to the 
city. His advice will be followed. 
While on the road question some 
discussion took place as to the. road 
in North Red Deer. P. E. Kent and S. 
Pamely, who were present, advised 
the Council that the village had been 
after the government to take ‘over 
the maintenance of the road right 
through the village and hoped that it 
would be included in their 1925 pro 
gramme. 

Clause 5 was taken up later under 
“Rellef.” 

Commissioner Stephenson, i{n_ re- 
sponse to questions from Alderman 
McClure, stated that the city’s financ- 
es are at the present time in about 
the same condition as last year, and 
he estimated that at the end of the 
year the standing would also approxi- 
mate that of last year. 

The departmental reports of the Fire 
Chief, Chief of Police and Public 
Works foreman were read. They con- 
tained nothing startling, although 
they showed details of a very great 
deal of useful work of a _ routine 
natura.

While legally they might have 
no claim \for redress, the fact was 
that the large majority of Anglicans 
in the city felt that they had not been 
fairly dealt with. The second reason 


was that to compel St. Luke’s Anglic- 


an ‘Church to pay taxes on its Parish 
Hall was, as compared with other 
churches, discrimination. Possibly it 
broke the rule against using church 
buildings for secular purposes to a 
greater extont than did the other 
churches, but the fact remained that 
for so duing they were penalized to 
the fullest extent, while other church- 
es who also broke the rule were peu- 
alized not at all. 

H, C. Munn had nothing to add to 
what Mr. Finn ‘had said, but stated 
that he was in accord with him and 
with most of the Vestry. 

W. E. Payne, K.C., who, as solicito: 
for the School Board, ‘had most to do 
with the lease, outlined in detail the 
hegotiations leading up to the actual 
execution of the lease. Negotiations 
had first taken place between Mr. 
Payne and C. C. Gamble, representing 
the church. The Board thought of 
purchasing the building for $8,500, but 
the church set a price of $10,000 on it, 
and all idea of purchase was dropped. 
The matter of renting was then taken 
up, and at a meeting of the Board on 


October 24th, 1919, the following reso- 


lution was passed: “That we rent tho 
Parish Hall on a five year lease at 


$1,000.00 per annum, payable quarter- 


ly; St. Luke’s to pay taxes and Insur- 
ance, the Board to be permitted to 
make all necessary alterations as de- 


sired and to return the same in same 


condition as receiyed except reason- 
able wear and tear at termination of 
lease. Board to be allowed to remov2 
all fixtures placed in building. Term 
to commence Jan. Ist, 1920.” A copy 
of the resolution was sent to Mr. 
Gamble, and shortly thereafter an ac- 


ceptance of the offer was received by 


tha Board, signed by R. S. Maxwell 
and John Percival, Wardens, on behalf 
Mr. Payne did not 
want the lease to be drawn up by his 
firm, and accordingly it was drawn up 
by John Quigg, Barrister and Solicitor, 
and after revision in a few details by 
Mr. Payne, it had been signed by rep 
resentatives of each party to it. The 
clause in it with respect to taxes 
read as follows: “And the lessor here- 
by agrees to pay all taxes, rates and 
assessments (if any), including the 
business tax (if any) that may ‘be 
levied against the said . lands and 
premises during the term hereby 
granted, save and except the water 
rates, which are to be paid for by the 
lessee!’ Mr. Payne concluded ‘by 
stating that one of the items which 
the wardens considered in arriving at 
the rental of $1,000.00 was the fact 
that they were paying taxes. 

Alderman Broughton read a letter 
he had just received from C, C. 
Gamble to the effect that when the 
negotiations were under way no one 
acting for the church thought that 
taxes would have to be paid with the 
exception of frontage taxes. The 
question must affect all churches, 
said the Alderman. The section in 
the City Charter exempted from tax- 
ation only those buildings and prem 
tses used strictly and only for church 
work. The Methodist and the Presby 
terian and probably the other churches 
had forced themselves out of the 
class entitled to exemption. If the 
Anglican Church should pay, then 
tha others should also. 

Alderman Galbraith admitted that 
the Church of England had a just 
grievance, in that before the lease, 
when the building was used at least 
partly for church purposes, they paid 
full taxes while the others did not. 
He felt that they should be forced to 
pay this year’s taxes, but that mext 
year, if the ‘building was used for 
‘strictly church purposes, it should 
not be taxed. He also thought the 
Presbyterian Church should be taxed 
this year. 

Aldermar Johns thought St. Luke’s 
Hall a purely ‘business proposition. 
It had paid taxes before the lease. 
He could not see how the Council 
could justly remit their taxes without 
awlso remitting those on the Court 
Hous property and the old Empress 
Theatre. 

Alderman ‘McClure was not in favor 
of remission of taxes. At the same 
time the church had not been fairly 
dealt with. ‘His own opinion was that 
all churches were business proposi- 
tions and should be all taxed the 
sAme as other premises. 


Ald. Snell stated that after hearing 


the history of the negotiations from 
Mr. Payne he had changed his mind 
letting the

stated his opinion that the church had 
been unfairly dealt with as compared 
with others.

The returns of the Customs and Ex- 
cise Department for the first six 
months of the current fiscal year, that 
is to September 30th, show that the 
receipts from customs and _ excise 
taxes were approximately $30,000,000 
below those for the ‘corresponding 
period of last year. That is, they 
were only $121,213,000, as compared 
with $151,392,000.

THE EXTENSION OF 
CO-OPERATION 


The attention of Western Canada 
has been constantly directed to co- 
operation in the last few years. There 
was first the political co-operation of 
the farmers which created a new 
party and has given us in Alberta our 
present government. There was the 
co-operation in marketing which has 
led to the Wheat Pool, the recently 
started stock and dairying pools, and 
in Red Deer dtself to the egg pool and 
the Central Alberta Co-operative 
Association. All these are farming co- 
operative enterprises. They have en- 
grossed our attention here because 
farming is by far our most important 
industry, and because farmers with 
us had ‘hitherto rather conspicuously 
failed to co-operate. It is not, ‘how- 
ever, only iin the farming industry 
that co-operation is desirable, or even 
necessary. All civilization, in point 
of fact, is a matter of co-operation in 
One form or another. It is man’s abil- 
ity to co-operate that has ‘been the 
main cause of his advance from his 
primitive barbarism. When the capa- 
city of any human nation or commun- 
ity to co-operate fails, that nation or 
community begins to decline and may 
lapse ‘temporarily or permanently into 
anarchy. Something of the sort has 
happened in many parts of the world 
in recent years. ‘China, for instance, 
has become a land of warring factions 
unable or unwilling to agree on any 
form of political co-operation. The 
small states of Eastern Europe with 
their unpractical tariff boundaries 
raised against one another, and their 
expensive armies, form another in- 
stance of the failure to co-operate, and 
the disastrous results of such failure 

Since the close of the war it has at 
times seemed as if the ‘human race in 
the greater part of the world ‘vas in 
grave danger of losing its capacity 
for civilized co-operation and lapsing 
into miserable chaos. There is, how- 
ever, another side to the picture, and 
jt is a brighter side. It is not only in 
such comparatively trifling things as 
the marketing of farm produce that 
there is a movement towards wider 
co-operation. If the war gave rise to 
a bitter feeling of resentment against 
all discipline and restraint, it also re- 
vealed the tremendous possibilities of 
organized joint efforts, not only in the 
field of actual military conflict but 
also in ithat of economic and indus- 
trial organization. The munitions 
production, for instance, reached a 
scale which was deemed utterly im 
possible in the early days of the war, 
and it was attained by a degree of co- 
operation and pooling of trade secrets 
which was scouted as out of the ques- 
tion when first proposed. Some may 
remember the intensely dramatic 
story of how Mr. Lloyd George over- 
came the opposition to wholesale co- 
operation of the British manufactur. 
ers of munitions, by one of those 
magnificently eloquent appeals of 
which he is or was such a master. 

So now the pressure of economic 
necessities and perhaps the growth of 
a wider, “more intelligent outlook 
among some at least of the great 
scientific industrialists, are leading to 
an advance in co-operative research 
which may be of high value to man- 
kind, In. the region of electrical in- 
vestigation, which is beginning to 
grope dimly and uncertainly after 
discoveries of tremendous import, 
there js mow a tendency to co-ordinate 
the efforts of the investigators and to 
pool the results of their investigations 
irrespective of the immediate finan 
cial results to individuals. 

This is wholly good. Just as it fs 
good that our farmers should co-oper- 


ate in their wheat or stock marketing, 
so that the basic industry of food pro- 
duction may be put on a prosperous 
footing, so it is of great advantage 
that the scientific investigators of the 
world should co-operate, so that by 
their joint efforts the great secrets of 
the ‘physical universe may more and 
more ‘be revealed for the advancement 
and prosperity of mankind. 
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THE POSSIBILITY OF A 
WORLD FOOD DEFICIT 


The size of our grain harvest in 
Western Canada has always been of 
vital importance to us. There are 
indications that it may soon ‘become, 
if it has not already ‘become, of vital 
importance to much wider areas than 
Western Canada and to , millions of 
people who live far away from Cana- 
da. This year there has been in Great 
Britain a certain amount of distinct 
anxiety as to the bread supply. Great 
Britain has long since ceased to be 
self-supporting in respect of food- 
stuffs and particularly of wheat. Dur- 
ing the war the German submarine 
campaign brought the possibility of 
starvation forcibly to ithe attention of 
the British people. As a result 
there was a great and a very success- 
ful effort made to increase the quan- 
tity of foodstuffs grown in Great 
Britain. When the war ended and 
with it the necessity for such home- 
grown supplies, and when the agricul- 
tural depression set ‘in, the growing of 
wheat in Great Britain became unre- 
munerative, and the area of land un, 
der grain has fallen greatly and is 
still falling. j 

Prior to the war Russia supplied 
about half the grain needed for food 
purposes in Great Britain. Now Rus- 
sia supplies practically none. Canada 
immediately became for great Britain 
the main source of supply of grain 
foods, and in the early part of the 
recent summer there were indications 
of a comparative failure of the 
Canadian harvest with a consequent 
shortage of the available wheat sup 
ply. The United States has not now 
available for export anything like the 
quntities of wheat it had in former 
years. In some parts of Europe which 
usually produce large quantities of 
grain for expord, the harvest this 
year has been a poor one. The result 
has been a rise in the price of bread 
in Great Britain, and some anxious 
inquiry as to the future. Fortunately, 
the magnificent harvest in Western 
Canada last year has left a surplus on 
hand, and this year’s crop in the Unit- 
ed States has been a good one, while 
the rains which came in Western 
‘Canada in the latter part of the sum- 
mer so helped the crops that the ulti- 
mate results have been considerably 
better than was feared atfirst. More 
over, the harvest in some _ other 
grain exporting countries of the 
world has been exceptionally good, 
thus making up lfor the Russian de 
ficit and the smaller Canadian ‘har- 
vest, 

The fears of a real shortage in 
bread supply have thus been allayed 
for the time being, but the fact.that 
they did arise and may arise again ‘is 
an indication of the increasing impor- 
tance of the Western Canadian wheat 
fields in the world’s food supply prob- 
lems. The rapid increase in the 
population of the United States is 
likely to make the wheat supply avail- 
able for export smaller each year. On 
the other hand, it seems likely that 
the demand for wheat from Japan jis 
going to increase greatly in the im- 
mediate future. ‘Russia shows no 
sign of a swift recovery to her former 
position as a grain exporting country. 
On the contrary, she is now faced 
with the prospect of a famine even 
more terrible than that of 1921. The 
whole situation looks favourable for 
the farmers of Western Canada, whose 
wheat production ‘is likely to become 
of constantly great value to Grea\ 
Britain and the world. That being 
so, it is highly necessary that the 
wheat industry of the West should be 
as well organized as possible, and the 
successful operation of a wheat pool 
for the whole West is evidently some- 
thing to be most earnestly;desired. 


THE AMERICAN PREDOMINANCE 
IN ATHLETICS 


This has been a great year for the 
United States from an athletic point 
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of view. ‘Her representatives came 
easily first in the Olympic games. 
They defeated a team representing the 
British Bmpire after the Olympic 
games. An American won the British 
open golf championship, though an 
Englishman resident in America won 
the American open golf championship. 
Americans won the tennis champion- 
ship of the world. Americans defeat- 
ed overwhelmingly the challenging 
British polo team. In ‘boxing there is 
no serious non-American rival to 
Dempsey, now that the Argentine, 
Firpo, has been defeated by the 
American negro Wills. In (fact, 
there is only oné sport in which ths 
United States engages seriously, in 
which she has failed to win, and that 
is ice hockey. In that game Canada is 
without any real rival. It is satisfac- 
tory to Canadians that they should be 
able to put a stop to the all conqu2r- 
ing career of American athletes in 
one sphere at least. 

It is interesting to consider the 
causes of this American athletic pr- 
dominance. It might be put down to 
financial reasons. There is plenty of 
money available in the United States 
for the careful training of her athlet- 
es. In, expensive games like po!o 
American wealth can secure the finest 
ponies in the world. American gym- 
nasiums and athletic grounds are 
spacious and magnificently equipped. 
‘Climate may ‘have something to do 
with it. The dryness and sunshine of 
such states as California allow or 
constant practice under excellent con- 
ditions. The wet English summer of 
this year, for instance, ruined the 
trial games of the English polo team, 
and in the past the best English polo 
players ‘have usually been men who 
have done most of their playing not in 
Mngland, but in India, with its fast, 
dry grounds. General Allen, who com. 
manded the United States army of 
occupation on the Rhine after the 
war, discusses in his recently publish- 
ed book this question in connection 
with the sporting competitions, be- 
tween the American and British 
armies. He makes the comment that 
while the British frequently excelled 
‘in technical skill at the various gam- 
es, the Americans seemed to excel in 
energy and determination to win. This 
js rather a suggestive distinction. It 
seems to point to a different mental 
attitude towards sport ‘between Brit- 
ish and American athletes, the British- 
ers treating their games mainly as an 
amusement, the Americans concen- 
trating rather on the winning of vic- 
tory. It is a matter of opinion which 
ig ithe better attitude. If games are 
regarded merely as an amusement, 
the British way seems the better. On 
the other hand, the American attitude 
of concentrated thoroughness and 
earnestness in games as in business 
has something to be said for it. Gen- 
eral Allen himself suggests that 
climate may be at the ‘bottom of this 
mental attitude towards games. 

Whatever is the cause of the 
American success, it ought to be an 
incentive to the athletes of the British 
Empire generally to increase their 
efficiency in the games of their 
choice so as to be able successfully to 
challenge the Americans in the 
friendly rivalry of sport. In ice 
hockey we can probably keep our 
present superiority, but it would be 
satisfactory ‘if Canadians could come 
to the front in othersportsalso. A 
(Canadian winner of the United States 
golf championship, for instance, 
would be an excellent thing. Why 
should he not ultimately appear on 
the scene?

It gives six reasons, 
as follows: 

1. Junior Red Cross Service (includ- 
ing care and cure of sick and crippled 
children). 

2. Home-nursing classes, which give 
to women an opportunity to be pre- 
pared in time of sickness in the home. 

3. Rural Nursing Service to the set- 
tler and ‘his family, who can be cared 
for in outpost hospitals far from 
civilization. 

4. Immigration service which means 
a ‘friendly hand to the stranger with- 
in our gates. 

5. Health Education of the People, 
when by means of health-Nterature, 
exhibits, lantern lectures, radio ad- 
dresses, etc., the public is informed 
of the best way to combat disease 
and maintain a ‘high level of health. 

6. Emergency and Relief Service, 
when dn time of accident and sudden 
disaster the Red Cross iis prepared to 
establish reliaf stations with medical 
and nursing facilities. Also the de- 
serving poor are given clothing and 
comforts when required. On these 
humanitarian grounds the Red Cross

British Boys Ready to Begin Courses

partment of Agriculture, is sailing on 
October 17th. These boys will be 
given a special winter’s course in 
practical agriculture at the school of 
agriculture at Vermilion. There are 
about fifty in the party, and they are 
between the ages of 18 and 235.

The company 
is seeking assurance of 6000 acres of 
sugar beets to commence with, and 
the co-operation of the provincial 
government. 


Sheep Sale Successful 
The annual shep sale at Lacombe, 
held this week, brought a return of 
over $16,000 'for 1271 animals. Good 
demand for breeding stock was evi- 
dent.

Testing of natural gas wells in Al- 
berta for helium commercial values 
has been carried on during the past 
summer by the mines branch of the 
Dominion Government.

From an Old-timer 


BY MRS, J. C. HOUGHTON 


In this generation, and especially 
these days, we hear a greal deal 
about the new settlers who are com- 
ing to Canada. We read about the 
trials and hardships they must under- 
eo before being assimilated into this 
vast west of ours, and turned into 
good farmers and citizens of Canada. 
What about the early settlers of our 
district and the things they went 
through? Do we realize it, or do we 
think this district just grew? In 
these few remarks I am going to try 
to give you a few details of the set- 
tling of Clearview district, as related 
by Mr. Chris. White, its oldest white 
settler. 

Mr. C. White came out to this coun- 
try in 1882, lured by a desire to see 
more of the great new land of Cana- 
da, and to take up land in the West. 
His ticket to Quebec cost him $45.00, 
from there to Winnipeg $37.00. In 
1883 he went out with a land survey 
party to Brandon, which was then the 
terminal of the C.P.R. The party re- 
turned to Winnipeg in February of 
the next year after walking 130 miles. 
When the survey party were going 
west not a settler’s place was seen 
(this was in July), but on the return 
trip many small huts were seen and 
somg villages “started, showing how 
closely the settlers were following 
the opening of the West. Winnipeg 
was a town of a few stores and tents, 
much mud, with oxen as the chief 
means of travel. Mr. White worked 
in Winnipeg 'for 2 years as carpenter 
and. married Miss Richards there. He 
returned to the west to build round 
houses at Gleichen, Calgary and Can 
more. In the fall of 1885, after the 
Riel rebellion, Mr, and Mrs. White 
and Chris., Jr., started west to ‘Cal- 
gary. ‘iAfter arriving there it was de- 
cided to take the old Indian trail to 
Edmonton, and they set out, Mrs. 
White and baby travelling with her 
father, Mir. Richards, in a Red River 
cart, and Mr. White going on horse- 
back. They didn’t get as far north as 
Edmonton, Mr. Richards having a farm 
(homestead) in Horn Hill. Mr, White 
homesteaded on the land he now 
owns, and built a log house. Mrs 
White and ‘baby stayed there all win- 
ter, Mr. White returning to Calgary 
to work till the next spring. There 
were a few ‘half breeds in the country 
at this time. His nearest neighbors 
were to the north Dr. Gaetz, to the 
south Mr. Richards, at the river Mr. 
Stewart, father of Stewart Bros., Pen- 
hold. Alt supplies had to be hauled 
in wagons (Red River carts mostly) 
from Calgary. There were no roads; 
they always followed Indian trails or 
took high land. There were some half 
breeds who had a small lumbering 
outfit on the river at the Canyon, and 
lumber could be had from them. There 
was very little money, and so one per- 
son had to help the other. There 
were lots of Indians, and it was quite 
common to see them camping in front 
of your house or walking into the 
house for tea and to smoke a pipe 
with you. There was no town here 
then, only 2 stores at river crossing. 
The post office was called Banner- 
man's Crossing. In 1890 the railroad 
dame to Red Deer, and a town was 
started. Next year the rejlway was 
built to Strathcona. The railway 
brought settlers: Mr. A. Trimble and 
family, Mr.Saents and family, Mr. H. 
Gaetz; Mr. D. W. McKinnon. Mr, H. 
Gaetz was ‘here some time before the 
railway, but didn’t settle in  Clear- 
view on his arrival. Mr. D. W. Me- 
Kinnon came on the first train ‘and 
had $25. (He paid $10 to register his 
homestead and $6 to replace a hat he 
lost on the train on the way up from

At a meeting held at Mr. McKin- 
non’s home ( a sod house) they were 
trying to find a name ffor the district. 
Mrs. McKinnon said, “Why not ‘Clear- 
view?'” as from our hill you can see 
the countryside, so “Clearview” it 
was called. A school district was form- 
ed, and’ in 1902 the school was built — 
a frame building—later ‘brick veneer- 
ed. The trustees were Mr. C. White, 
Mr. A. Trimble, Michener and McKin. 
non; Mr, Youmans secretary. The 
land was donated by Mr. Trimble, and 
the first teacher was Mr. George Mar- 
tin. Mr. McKinnon was a trustee un- 
til two years ago when the school was 
paid for and turned over to the dis 
trict, 

As we look over the Red Deer dis- 
trict, which thas been called the “Gar- 
den of Alberta,” out over “Clearview” 
district, and see modern homes, 
schools, telephones, fine barns, rural 
mail routes, latest farm machinery, 
good roads, churches (we use the 
school house), cars galore—it seems 
that in 39 years these pioneers have 
made us a ‘heritage to. point to with 
pride. Through wet years, dry years, 
good and bald years, they struggled 
on, showing us the spirit of the Cana- 
dian settler of the west. They always 
helped the new settlers as they came, 
andit is up to us now to extend the 
glad hand and words of encourage 
ment to those who are still coming 
to this west of ours.

WHAT THE HUNGARIAN 
PARTRIDGE EATS 


To the Editor, The News. 
Dear Sir: 

Desiring to ascertain what was the 
principal food of the Hungarian Part- 
ridge, I recently sent the crop of 
one of these birds, which I procured 
in the Brooksley district, to Mr. 
Welch of the Public School, for in- 
spection.’ He enlisted the aid of 
some of his pupils, and the following 
remarkable report is the outcome of 
their examination: 

Report of Crop of Hungarian Partridge 

“We have decided that the seeds in 
the partridge’s crop are those of the 
Russian Pigweed. Number of seeds 
in crop, 3944. Twelve of these seeds 
were Buckwheat, while 3932 of them 
were Russian Pigweed. One or two 
Mustard seeds were found in the 
crop. 

Sed, Harold Dawe, Grade VIII.” 

These figures are eloquent testimony 
as to the value of these birds to the 
farmers, and the number of seeds eat- 
en by one covey in the course of a 
season staggers the imagination.
